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Didsbury left without video rental outlet 

Axe falls on 131 Movie Gallery stores nationwide as company goes bankrupt

The curtain is dropping on the Didsbury 
Movie Gallery this summer, costing five 
people jobs and leaving this town without 
a video store. 

“It’s really upsetting. This town has so 
little for entertainment anyway; now peo¬ 
ple will have to drive to Carstairs to get 
videos and games," said Aynsley 
Laverdiere, employee. 

“It’s also breaking up a family. We have 
all gotten close ... I’ll miss everyone." 

Laverdiere has worked the 19th Street 
location for five years, and plans to stay 
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on until the doors are sealed. It’s going to 
be tough finding another position, she 
said. 

There are so few jobs in this town to 
start with, let alone evening shifts that 
work around her family’s schedule. 

The other four staff haven’t 
announced their plans to move on yet, 
probably too busy reorganizing shelves 
as movies and games are priced to sell, 
Laverdiere said. 

“I think everyone is still hoping someone 
will buy the company out ... we are told it 
could still happen.” 

Movie Gallery Canada Inc is expected to 
shutter 1.11 Movie Gallery and VIIQ stores 


across the nation and 51 in this province, 
according to the company handling the liq¬ 
uidation. 

“The at-home video rental market has 
become increasingly more challenging 
with the rise of strong competition from 
cable providers, Internet, kiosk operators 
and subscription-based mail delivery serv¬ 
ices,” said David Peress, president of 
Hudson Capital Partners. 

The Movie Gallery chain began closing 
its U S. stores after filing a Chapter 11 
bankruptcy protection earlier this year. 
There is no firm date set to wrap up sales 
at the local rental business, but liquidation 
began June 12. 


Olds and Sundre video stores also went 
into liquidation. 

Mother and daughter, Mary Van Dyck 
and Corinna Van Dyck, were strolling 
downtown over the weekend and were 
surprised to see the huge yellow closure 
sign plastered against the video store win¬ 
dow. 

“We have been here 1(5 years and seen a 
few businesses come and go. It’s sad to see 
another close down. We really need more 
here for people to do, not less," Corinna 
said. 

“It will definitely be an inconvenience 
for people here without a video store," 
Mary added.

Alberta Health Services 
landed a decision this 
month not to include the 
Didsbury helipad in its 
capital budget. 

It’s the first verdict 
made about the pad since 
the medical superboard 
shut it down ‘temporari¬ 
ly’ last November. 

Didsbury residents 
have been voicing ques¬ 
tions about the helipad 
since the province 
announced a 100-bed 
continuing care facility 
was going to be built at 
the hospital this year- 
and not receiving much 
in the way of answers. 

Dr. Dianne Smith 
asked Health Minister 
Gene Zwozdesky during 
his tour of the hospital a 
month ago if the capital 
plan would include the 
helipad. 

“As a physician this is a 
real concern for me,” she 
said. 

But Zwozdesky wasn’t 
sure what the “crystal 
ball” would yield. 

“I have not honestly 
looked at the helipad 
needs across the 
province but I’m gather¬ 
ing the information and 
will get there very soon.”

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Teen proposes rails 

Extra safety measures could save lives, teen tells council

A 14-year-old is advocating for 
change on Rge. Rd. 1.5, a year 
after a Didsbury teenager fish¬ 
tailed off the stretch and plunged 
into a coulee. 

Kayla Ellingson is calling for 
guardrails on a section of the road 
south of the community, and she’s 
prepared to help pay. 

“I want this so bad. If it was up 
maybe it could prevent bad acci¬ 
dents from happening, like the 
one that Rita (Macintosh) was in," 
she said. 

“I'll help fundraise or go door- 
to-door gathering signatures for a 
petition - whatever it takes.” 

Town council heard the 
West glen student’s plea at a public 
meeting last Tuesday and say 
they'll look into it. Their support 
will depend on how many taxpay¬ 
ers use the stretch and how much 
the rails would cost. 

“I’m not sure if it’s worth look¬ 
ing into or not. I guess administra¬ 
tion will let us know,” said 
Councillor Rick Mousseau, adding 
there have been two serious acci¬ 
dents on the stretch in the last six 
years. 

The county, which owned the 
road until three years ago when 
the town annexed the land, 
reviewed it and put up the ‘appro-

priate’ signs. There was no need 
to add guardrails because the 
signs ensure vehicles stay in con¬ 
trol, said Doug Plamping, 
Mountain View County CAO. 

As far as complaints about the 
stretch go, the county can’t talk 
about it. They are in the middle of 
an insurance claim with a victim 
of a crash that happened five 
years ago. 

But Ellingson and her mother 
Juanita say the community has 
always talked about the road, its 
washboard base and sharp turns. 


The issue of safety was cast in 
the spotlight May 2009, when 15- 
year-old Rita Macintosh lost con¬ 
trol of a 1999 CMC Sierra as it 
crested a hill. The vehicle fish- 
tailed and rolled more than 40 
metres down into a coulee. Rita 
was killed, while her boyfriend, 
16-year-old Tanner Watt, was hos¬ 
pitalized in serious condition. 
Fifteen-year-old Vicki Keller was 
also injured. 

“The accident was hard on 
everybody and people really ques¬ 
tioned safety on that road but 
when time passed, so did the 
issue,” Juanita said. 

Ellingson remembered. She 
often thought about it - especially 
when she visited Rita’s roadside 
memorial. 

“I’d see people take that corner 
so fast and it just sent chills up 
my spine ... they get so close to 
the edge.” 

It wasn’t until she heard a 
speech in Olds about Rachel’s 
Challenge, an initiative geared 
towards empowering youth to 
make a difference, that she start¬ 
ed looking for a solution. 

Her family is throwing their sup¬ 
port behind her project. 

“Fifteen years ago when I was a 
teenager we recognized the road 
as a problem. I thought someone 
would do something but no one 
has,” Juanita said. 


Council gets drastic pay hike

The mayor’s pay sparked debate Tuesday as council¬ 
lors agonized over how high to go. 

It was a balancing act for elected officials who were 
trying to give the mayor a “fair” pay raise to compen¬ 
sate for hours spent as town steward, while making it 
high enough to entice potential newcomers to the elec¬ 
tion race. 

The decision was spurred by a town-commissioned 
citizen panel, which suggested an increase to stay on 
par with other municipalities in the region. 

The panel’s report said the average salary for may¬ 
ors is $15,105, while mayor currently makes $15,240. 

Councillor Gail Nowlan said the salary seems too 
low. 

“It should be higher but I don’t know to what,” she 
said, during the council meeting Tuesday night. 

Councillor Ernie Ryckman suggested the mayor be 
paid for a pre-determined amount of hours each 
month, but chief administrative officer Roy Brown, 
cautioned the electorate “may not feel comfortable 
with the hours the mayor keeps and will speak out 
about that and speak out very loudly.” 

“I think it should be kept open ... I mean the mayor 
may not be too busy in July or August but he is 
extremely buy in the spring. It’s hard to pinpoint 
hours.” 

That didn’t deter councillors, who voted to 
increase the mayor’s salary by 18 per cent to $18,000 
a year. The salary covers 40 hours a month. Any extra 
time spent on the job will earn the mayor $.'17.50 an 
hour. 

Brown said the mayor usually works 50 to 70 hours 


High school fixes field gaffes

Didsbury High School's field is back on track. 

The school received up to $100,000 last October from 
Chinook’s Edge School Division to finish the infield, 
which has experienced delays since 2007. 

According to administrators, when the school first 
broke ground three years ago the infield wasn’t built prop¬ 
erly and collected water whenever it rained. That meant 
athletes couldn’t use the field during the wet season - 
nearly half a year 

Curtis Dick, vice-principal of Didsbury High School, 
says the field gaffes are on the mend. Five feet of clay and 
soil have been dumped on at least one side of the infield 
to level it out and a drainage system installed so water

a month, putting the salary anywhere from $21,780 to 
$31,500. 

Councillors voted themselves a 54 to 62 per cent 
increase, bumping the pay of the deputy mayor to the 
regional average of $11,760 and councillors’ to 
$10,320. The salary increases don’t include 
allowances and benefits and will come into effect 
after the election, November 1. 

“We have always struggled with pay increases. I 
mean it doesn’t look good to all of a sudden have 
increases of 20 to 30 per cent ... then again we need 
to keep (salaries) on par with other communities and 
pay people fairly,” said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“We are not overspending taxpayers’ dollars but 
not underpaying either.” 

The increase to pay packets is also geared 
towards enticing newcomers to enter the election 
race this October. In the last election councillors 
won their seats by acclamation and with at least 
one councillor - Councillor Jason Brander - bowing 
out this year there is some concern about succes¬ 
sion. 

“We are hearing questions and concerns from res¬ 
idents who aren’t happy with the way things are 
going so 1 hope they will step up, bring fresh ideas 
and help change things going forward," Wittal said. 

“I think knowing that people will be somewhat 
compensated for their time with a decent wage will 
help.” 

Three years ago council created a policy to 
increase wages by the provincial cost of living 
index, but has refused the increases these past last 
two years. They could start making the increases 
again to avoid such large jumps in remuneration in 
the future, Wittal said.

Preparing for 
wilderness is 
necessary all 
year long

Hie recent death of an elderly Calgary couple from 
exposure on an isolated, little travelled roadway in 
West Central Alberta highlights the need for resi¬ 
dents and visitors alike to always be prepared when 
venturing into the regions forested wilderness. 

The bodies of Allen and Margaret Herrington were 
discovered on an isolated dirt road about 40 kilome¬ 
tres west of Water Valley on June 2. The couple’s 
vehicle, out of gas ;md abandoned, was discovered 
about three kilometres away. 

Subsequent autopsies revealed that both Margaret 
and Allen had died of exposure. 

W hy and how the couple ended up in the isolated 
West Country ar ea remains a mystery that may never 
be solved, leaving many, many unanswered ques¬ 
tions. 

And while the tragedy has shocked and saddened 
many people, it also highlights the vital importance 
of travellers being prepared for the unexpected. 

Recently retired Sundre fire chief John Whitesell, 
who spent three decades responding to calls in the 
West Country, says one sure thing his experience 
taught him was that the weather in the region can be 
very unsettled, |>osing a real danger to anyone caught 
unprepared. 

“Basically everyone needs to have adequate sup¬ 
plies every time they head out west,” said Whitesell. 
“That means adequate clothing, fixxl, water and a 
first aid kit. And make sure someone knows where 
you are and when you’ll be coming back.” 

Adam Loria, the newly appointed public informa¬ 
tion officer for EMS for Alberta Health, echoes 
Whitesell’s comments. 

“For backcountry safety in general we advise to 
plan ahead and leave details of your trip with some¬ 
one back home, including where you'll be and when 
you’ll be back,” said Loria, a paramedic. 

The Alberta Emergency Management Agency says 
every motorist heading into wilderness areas should 
have an emergency kit in their vehicle, and that kit 
should include at least a flashlight, radio, water (six 
litres per person) non-perishable food, candles and 
matches, and at least one change of clothing. 

Sgt. Patrick Webb, who speaks for the RCMP in 
Alberta, says there is no indication that the 
Berringtons had an emergency kit in their vehicle. 

Whether having those supplies would have made a 
difference in the Berringtons’ case remains a ques¬ 
tion that cannot be answered. Yet maybe, just maybe, 
it could have made the difference, quite literally, 
between life and death. 

The lHtttom line Is anyone planning to visit the 
wilderness areas in the region - or even someone 
who regularly spends time in the backcountry - 
would l)c smart and prudent to bring along an emer¬ 
gency preparedness kiL 

It take's time and effort to be prepared for a t rip into 
the wilderness - but as hard experience has shown, 
that effort is worthwhile each and every time.

Bogus :lianas trip|x*d in 
this community could ring up 
extra costs for businesses 
and homeowners. 

Beginning this month, any 
building police respond to 
more than once in a year for a 
falsi 1 alann, will earn the 
owner a $100 fine. The third 
offence will be a $200 fine 
and the fourth, $400. 

It’s hoped the penalties 
help the town manage a 
growing number of false 
alarms being triggered in 
town over the last two years. 

Police responded to 84 
bogus sirens at businesses 
and homes last year and 77 
in 2008. 

Fifty-eight of those alarms 
were from commercial and 
industrial buildings ;uid 11 
r,mg out more than once, 
according to a report from 
the local Rl’MPdetachment. 

An unnamed business in 
town had its alann ring eight 
times in a year. 

Residence alanns sounded 
less often, with 20 in 2(X)9. 
Police responded to three 
homes more than once and 
one residence had two false 
alarms over the year. 

Police respond to every 
call although 99 |x"r cent an" 
usually bogus, said RCMP 
Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. 

Councillors, concerned 
police an" being taken away 
from more ini|>ortan! c;ills, 
had their first glimpse of the 
new bylaw last Tuesday. They 
agnvd the fines weren’t strict 
enough and boosted them by 


anywhere from $25 to $250. 

They also agreed that writ¬ 
ten warnings or fines an* only 
effective over a 12-month 
period before the slate Is 
wip'd clean ;ind offenders 
start again at die first offence 
penalty.

Fifteen-year-old Jesse 
Tregarthen might not have 
been able to see the sights 
when ho reached the sum¬ 
mit near Ya 11a Tinda 
Ranch - but he felt on top 
of the world. 

“It was very important 
for me to finish the hike 
and I did - eventually. It 
was a very proud 
moment,” he said, a day 
after he returned from the 
area, west of Sundre. 

Tregarthen is blind and 
the hike - with other stu¬ 
dents from Didsbury High 
School’s Grade 9 class - 
was his first. He made it 
his goal to finish as his 
peers would, though he 
had no idea he was com¬ 
mitting himself to climb¬ 
ing a mountain. 

“I had this picture in my 
head that a hike was on a 
flat trail. This felt treacher¬ 
ous. There were rocks and 
logs, even snow when we 
got near the top," he said. 

Jeff Royston, a personal 
trainer at Force Fitness, 
has been stopping into the 


high school twice a week 
to work on Tregart hen’s 
core strength and volun¬ 
teered to be his eyes on the 
12-kilometre trek. It was 
something his client 
seemed determined to do. 

“It was rough terrain so 
we were pretty slow head¬ 
ing up there but when he 
neared the top ... Jesse just 
ran the rest of the way. The 
other kids were clapping 
and cheering for him. He 
was so excited," Royston 
said.

He remembers the first 
day he tried to get the 
teenager to do something 
he wasn’t familiar with - 
standing on a ball.

I mean this was 
huge. He is in an area he’s 
never been before. He 
can’t see and he’s climb¬ 
ing a pretty steep incline.

Last week was the 
annual four-day Grade 9 
camp. The 36-year-old tra¬ 
dition has first year high 
school students tenting in 
the foothills, hiking, ink¬ 
ing, orienteering and 
practising archery. It’s 
intended to be zero-trace 
and helps the kids bond 
before they start the rest 
of their high school 
career. 

Mark Leggette, teacher, 
said it’s an event many of 
the kids look forward to 
all year.

But it surprised him 
when Tregarthen and 
Cody Dolan decided they 
wanted to go, too.

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Fewer students sign on for scholarships

Soaring tuition has 
pot ential post -secondary 
students edging away from 
scholarships. 

So believes Hilda Mari 
Hansen, head Didsbury 
High School scholarship 
committee, who has seen a 
sharp drop in applicants 
this year. 

Twenty-five students 
won a total of $33,000 in 
scholarships in 2009. This 
year, the number of appli¬ 


cants has fallen by 60 per 
cent. 

“It really surprised me ... 
but from what I hear a lot 
of students are putting 
school on hold because the 
tuition is too high,” Hansen 
said. 

“Even if they ;ipply for a 
scholarship, the money will 
only pay a portion of their 
first semester.” 

The province recently 
approved tuition hikes for 
select programs in Alberta’s 
two largest universities. 

The UnhcnMy of Alberta 
tuition will rust- lietween 15 


and 66 |ht cent in engint'er- 
ing, pharmacy, grad studies 
mid business, while the 
University of Calgary will 
see a 30 to 40 per cent 
increase in business com¬ 
merce ;uid business admin¬ 
istration programs. 

The changes aren’t expect- 
rxl to affect registration in 
the fall but it remains a point 
of intimidation, said 
Didsbury High School grad¬ 
uates. 

“People know at some 
[xrint the tuition is going to 
Ik* rough ... so they’re not 
bothering to sign up," said 


Blake Shields, a Grade 12 
student. 

“1 mean it’s tcx> bad, but it 
will probably open up more 
rtxnn in programs." 

Other students are shy¬ 
ing away from scholar¬ 
ships because they are 
either too busy dealing 
with academic pressures 
or feel intimidated by the 
process, added Will 
Hadway, who will be get¬ 
ting his diploma this 
spring. 

Hansen has tried to help 
by holding workshops on 
the application process. 


“So many students don’t 
even know where to start 
so I help them figure out 
how to write letters or 
find available scholar¬ 
ships," she said. 

The Didsbury dollars 
are available to students 
with a 65 per cent average 
in 50 credits of their 
choosing. Each candidate 
has notable community 
involvement, school citi¬ 
zenship and academic 
achievements. 

“To me, these youth are 
all about participation in 
life and to me that’s what 


makes a citizen, not the 
genius," Hansen said. 

The scholarship com¬ 
mittee is shooting to col¬ 
lect about $30,000 before 
students graduate, June 
25. The collection will be 
a little easier this spring 
with businesses recover¬ 
ing from the recession. 

“1 think people recog¬ 
nize how important it is to 
help kids follow their 
dreams, so those who 
couldn’t contribute last 
year because of the reces¬ 
sion, are stepping up 
now,” she said.

“I didn’t know how hard to pull my 
hand brake when 1 got to the bottom so 
I yanked it as hard as I could.

Speeding 
down that hill at 30 mph with their 
bums just two inches off the ground.”

Injured fox treated 

Car stairs veterinarian fixes wild animal's broken leg

Tom I'icherack, veterinary doctor in 
Carstairs, has a patient lie's never had 
before - a young fox. 

The four-month-old, since named 
Moxie, was brought into the vet 
Wednesday morning with a broken log. 

“It’s a clean break that happened in 
the right spot,” said Picherack explain¬ 
ing that it didn't break in an area of the 
bone that still needs to grow. 

The fox underwent surgery on Friday 
and had a plate put in her leg. 

Moxie is making herself at home 


recovering at the vet and is fed dog food 
from a tongue depressor stick. 

Picherack is hoping to leave her near 
a residence of a rural family or offer her 
to Rocky View Wildlife Recovery if they 
accept foxes for rehabilitation. 

“Because she’s young there is a 
chance she will become dependent on 
humans." The trouble here, he explains, 
is she would be used to regular feedings 
and comfort. 

“If she lives near a home sin* can then 
learn to be by herself but still have 
somewhere to turn for food and shelter 
while she gets used to her surroundings 
again."
